DECORATIVE SCREENS 

Decorative screéns are often 
used to offset the lack of draperies 
fabrics: or pattern ‘in certain. parts 
of a room and when correctly se- 
lected they cure these defects most 
skilfully. The simple papered 
screen is used as frequently, > or 
more so,:than expensively. hand- 
wainted ones in these days, and 
many excélient designs are to be 
found in current markets. For an 
eighteenth century reom there is, 
one whimsital screen paperéd: in‘a 
rare old wallpaper on, which rustic 
Jacks and Jills go up and down 
their hills. and equally interesting 
are the.modern reproduetions of old 
toiles. 

One of these, or a reproduction 
of the old walnat panelled. screen, 
would be especially good in the 
French provineia¥ room. Sand- 
blasted oak makes a striking and 
sturdy sereen for early English or 
provincial settings, and pale walnut 
plywood in herringbone grain is 
used for 2 new screen that is adapt- 
able to any period. Glass screens are 
smart and fascmmating where the 
feeling of light or a window is 
meeded. Some come im “antiqted” 
glass; others in the best. miodern 
plate, and there is a marked revi- 
val in painted’ glass panels put to- 
gether -for screens.
